All  roses  should  be  cut  back  from  1-3  to  1-2  when  planted,  and  roots 
pruned  smoothly,  cutting  off  the  ends  where  bruised  by  digging  and  shorten¬ 
ing  others.  This  is  as  important  as  pruning  the  top.  The  ground  should 
be  stirred  frequently.  Roses  need  good  cultivation. 


The  love  of  Roses  is  universal  and 
it  is  impossible  to  exaggerate  their  beauty. 
The  very  name  suggests  beauty  and 
fragrance,  and  it  is  now  possible  to  have 
Roses  all  summer,  even  with  but  a  small 
garden.

EFFECT,  strong,  2-year,  field  grown 
plants  that  grow  for  you  and  produce 
an  abundance  of  bloom  the  first  summer. 


Soil  and  Location.  Roses  require  sun¬ 
shine.  They  do  well  in  any  good  gar¬ 
den  soil.  Avoid  sand,  too  much  clay, 
or  ground  which  is  stagnant.  Be  sure 
the  bed  is  well  drained.  Enrich  with 
decomposed  stable  manure;  cow  manure 
is  preferable.  Work  this  well  into  the 
soil.  Do  not  put  any  clear  manure  in 
the  holes  with  the  plants.  Water  freely 
only  in  dry  weather  and  then  in  early 
morning  or  late  afternoon. 

Planting.  Plant  Hybrid  Tea  and 
Polyantha  Roses  18  to  24  inches  apart, 
Hybrid  Perpetuals  and  Rugosas  2  V2  to 
3  feet,  and  Climbers  at  least  6  feet. 
Consider  the  expected  growth  and  pro¬ 
vide  room  for  it.  Plant  about  2  inches 
deeper  than  the  "crown”  from  which  the 
^shoots  rise.  This  deep  planting  is  es- 
~  sential.  Dig  a  good,  large,  deep  hole. 
Spread  the  roots  out  as  much  as  possible, 
and  when  the  hole  is  nearly  filled  tread 
the  soil  firmly  with  the  foot.  When 
planting  is  finished  a  good  soaking  with 
water  will  prove  beneficial,  should  the 
ground  be  dry.  Then  mulch  well  with 
coarse  manure  and  Nature  will  do  the

Winter  Protection 

ALL  Roses  give  better  re¬ 
sults  if  protected  in 
winter.  The  best 
method  is  to  bank  the 
plants  with  earth  as  high  as 
possible  and  cover  with 
stable  manure.  Remove 
coarse  litter  in  the  early 
spring  and  pull  earth  away 
from  the  plants  before 
pruning,  cutting  out  old 
wood  and  leaving  3  to  6  of 
the  strongest  shoots  of  last 
year’s  growth,  cutting  these 
back  to  within  8  to  12 
inches  of  the  ground.

This  is  one  of  our  most  orna¬ 
mental  varieties,  a  beautiful 
spreading  bush  with  leaves  the 
largest  of  any  of  the  Filberts. 
Nuts  of  medium  size,  beautiful 
in  color,  and  very  rich  in  flavor. 
A  self-pollenizing  variety  which 
should  be  in  every  collection. 


Succeed  over  a  very  wide  range  of  territory,  thriving  anywhere  that 
the  native  or  wild  American  Hazel  will  grow  (which  is  practically  the  en¬ 
tire  United  States),  and  because  of  their  hardiness  are  adapted  to  the  more 
Northern  parts  of  the  country,  where  other  nut  trees  cannot  be  successfully 
fruited. 

Almost  everyone  has  some  place  in  yard  or  garden  where  they  can 
plant  these  Filberts  effectively.  They  make  excellent  screens  or  hedges,  may 
be  grouped  by  themselves  or  with  other  shrubs  in  the  border  plantings  around 
the  edge  of  the  lawn.  And  as  they  succeed  in  partial  shade,  they  may  be 
planted  under  large  trees  or  in  shady  corners. 

Flourish  in  practically  any  soil  and  on  rough,  stony  banks,  thus  bringing 
into  use  land  which  would  otherwise  be  wasted. 

Though  the  plants  often  fruit  in  the  nursery  rows,  it  will  be  about  four 
to  six  years  before  they  will  begin  to  bear  in  quantities,  when  a  crop  of  four 
pounds  per  bush  may  be  expected. 

But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  production  will  steadily  increase, 
that  the  trees  or  bushes  will  last  many  years,  and  that  they  may  be  planted 
on  soils  not  suited  to  other  crops.

Our  Evergreens  are  all  carefully 
grown,  at  good  distances  for  symmetrical 
development,  are  root  and  top-pruned 
into  handsome,  shapely  specimens  that 
will  transplant  successfully  with  ordinary 
care. 


Planting  season  for  spring  from  April  10  to  May  15,  for  fall  from 
about  August  15  to  October  10,  depending  on  season  and  locality. 

All  Evergreen  Trees  will  be  carefully  dug  with  ball  of  earth  about 
the  roots  and  tightly  sewed  in  burlap  and  will  stand  transportation  and 
transplanting  with  little  risk  of  loss. 

PLANTING  SUGGESTIONS.  Dig  hole  a  foot  larger  and  deep¬ 
er  than  the  ball  of  earth.  Provide  good  loamy  top  soil  to  fill  in.  Set 
tree  in  hole  a  trifle  lower  than  it  stood  in  the  nursery.  Fill  good  soil 
around  the  ball,  pack  firmly  or  settle  by  filling  hole  with  water.  Loosen 
burlap  at  top  of  ball  and  roll  back  or  cut  off  the  top  portion.  Fill  in 
hole,  packing  firmly,  and  cover  top  of  ground  with  loose  earth  or 
mulch  with  straw  or  hay.  Water  copiously  during  any  drought,  especially 
the  first  year. 

Abies -The  Fir 

Trees  are  generally  pyramidal  in  shape  and  hardy  everywhere.  The  needles  are 
short  and  generally  bright  on  the  under  side. 

BALSAM  FIR.  Foliage  is  dark  green  above,  silvery  beneath.  Rapid 
grower.
